Victory gardens are Hurt to be 
Invaded by insect enemies, and to 
protect your crops you must be 
prepared to fight for them. 
Just as weeds are kept down by 
destroying them while small, in­ 
sects are held in check by attack­ 
ing them when they first appear, 
before they can begin their amaz­ 
ing rapid increase. 
You can fight them with very 
primitive weapons, but it is much 
easier when 
you have 
modern 
mechanisms, such as a duster, or 
a sprayer. 
For small gardens, the most eco­ 
nomical equipment, and most easily 
handled ammunition, are used iii 
the dusting method of attack. 
Plants are protected from insects 
by poisons of two classes, hr own 
as stomach poisons, which arc dust­ 
ed or sprayed on the leaves, and 
poison insects which eat them: and 
contact poisons, which destroy in­ 
sects which they touch, and are 
used on those pests which do not 
eat leaves, but drink plant juices 
and so cannot be reached by poison­ 
ing leaves. 
The same poisons are used in 
both dusts and sprays. 
For stom­ 
ach poisons, our chief reliance dur­ 
ing the war must be various forms 
cif arsonic. Rotenona, which is lesr 
dangerous, since it is toxic to in- 
sects without being fatal to ani­ 
mals, can still be bought for Vic­ 
tory gardens in quantities of one 
pound or less, but after stocks now 
in dealers’ hard: are used a short­ 
age may develop. 
So for general 
protection against leaf eating in­ 
sects, arsenic must probably be re­ 
lied upon, and danger in its use 
avoided by careful waihing of the 
crops, before they are eaten

or plant lice, and leaf hoppers, 
which on the whole give more 
trouble in vegetable gardens than 
leaf caters. 
Nicotine sulphate, which is usu­ 
ally sold as a syrup, may be easily 
prepared for dusting by the follow­ 
ing method: Fill a quart jar two- 
thirds full of hydrated lime, and 
put in a few pebbles. Drop, a little 
.at a time, two tablespoonfuls of 40 
percent nicotine sulphate on the 
lime. 
Cover the jar and shake 
thoroughly. The nicotine will com­ 
bine with the lime without making 
it lumpy and Hie resulting dust will 
dispose of any aphid it touches. 
In dusting or spraying, the ob­ 
ject should bo to create a cloud of 
dust or vapor which will envelop 
tile plant, and cover both upper 
and under sides of the leaves. 
Leaves need not he damp for dust­ 
ing, and the dust should be used 
no more heavily than a coat of face 
powder. 
Do not apply spray in a 
.stream, but in a cloud of vapor. 
Some form of duster or sprayer 
should be available to every Vic­ 
tory gardener and since both classes 
of equipment are scarce, no time 
should be lost in making sure that 
'.lien needed, one will be available. 
Groups of neighbors, or commu­ 
nity plot holders, can use the same 
equipment. In adjoining commu­ 
nity plots it will pay well to have 
dusting «'r spraying done to oil 
gardens at the same time, as pests 
will travel from one to the other, 
and if one plot owner ii neglectful, 
the diligence of his neighbors will 
be of small effect.

Last Thursday evening there took place an event 
of more than passing interest in the local field of educa­ 
tion, when the Warren County Chapter, American Insti­ 
tute of Banking held its graduation exercises. The local 
Chapter, organized in 1935, concluded a course of study 
covering eight years, during which there were twenty- 
one classroom sessions of two hours each, for the subject 
of study each year. 
These subjects included Bank 
Organization and Operation, Commercial Law, Negoti­ 
able Instruments, Economics, Money and Banking, 
Credit Administration, Analyzing Financial Statements, 
and Bank Administration. 
Twenty-five officers and employes of the seven banks 
in Warren county completed the entire course and 
received Standard Certificates awarded by the American 
Institute of Banking, the educational section of the 
American Bankers Association. 
The product of the 
American Institute of Banking is education the result 
of a program of studies designed to fit the needs of 
all bank employes, from the newest employe to the 
seasoned executive. 
The local Chapter is part of a 
group having the largest attendance in the adult 
education field today. 
Organized in 1900, the American Institute of Bank­ 
ing has grown to the extent that in 1940 there were 
248 chapters in the country with 67,689 members arid 
46,318 class enrollments and a total of 27,185 graduates 
during the 40 years, the number of graduates having 
doubled during the past ten years. 
As expressed in a resolution of the Executive Council 
last year the Institutes objectives are: 
“The American Institute of Banking has as its 
purpose the educational advancement of those en­ 
gaged in the banking business by training them in 
the fundamentals of banking and in those principles 
of economics, law, and accounting that are closely 
allied to banking and by cultivating in them a clear 
understanding and an appreciation of the value of 
good public relations. 
The Institute believes that a 
banking personnel so trained will help to maintain 
in this country a system of chartered banking that 
will adequately serve the credit needs of organized 
business and of individual citizens and will merit 
the confidence of the American people. 
“The Institute believes that efficiency, loyalty, and 
devotion to democratic principles are the bases on 
which the ultimate welfare of its members must at 
all times rest.”

GASOUNE SHORTAGE 
When there is a particularly serious shortage of 
gasoline on the Home Front, here are some thoughts: 
A heavy bomber burns 200 gallons of gasoline, 
flying 250 miles in an hour. A medium tank goes only 
two miles on a gallon, so that the tanks in a mechanized 
division use more than 10,000 gallons to move slightly 
more than IOO miles. Although a jeep will go around 
16 miles on a gallon, the average army vehicle—from 
tank to jeep and including everything between—requires 
a gallon for every six or seven miles. A destroyer would 
need 214,000 gallons of fuel oil for a straight line trip 
from New York to Casablanca—only they can’t go 
straight. 
All this must be transported from wells to the east 
coast and then to the war front, using facilities which 
otherwise would handle gasoline for the Sunday drivers.
